Savannah, Ga., August 26.—(Special.) 
The court of inquiry investigating the 
conduct of the state troops from whom 
two negro prisoners were taken at 
Statesboro soms days ago and burned 
by a mob, will probably recommend to 
the governor that Captain Robert M. 
Hitch, Lieutenant George A. Mell and 
such other officers and men as it may 
decide fatled in discharging their duty 
in every respect be courtmartialed, Gov- 
ernor Terrell would certainly act upon 
such recommendation from the court 
of inquiry, so that there is a rather gen- 
eral feeling that there will be a court 
martial. 

It is believed, further, that Sheriff 
Kendrick, of Bulloch county, will be re- 
moved from office by the governor, in 
view of the officer’s connivance with the 
mob. It has been clearly shown by the 
evidence of several soldiers that the 
sheriff opened the door to the guard 
room and declaring that he acted upon 
the authority of Captain Hitch, pointed 
out Cato and Reed to the lynchers and 
told them to take the cowering ne- 
groes. 

The questioning of Captain Hitch, 
Lieutenant Mell, Lieutenant McIntyre 
and other officers and men by Colonel 
W. E. Wooten, Lieutenant Colonel Jor- 
dan F. Brooks, Lieutenant W. Barker

These men 
have not been named, there having been 
difficulty in the excitement of the fight 
in establishing their identity. 

Few Responded to Orders. 

It has just been proven that orders 
were issued to a squad here and there 
to come to the support of three of their 
struggling comrades and that only two 
or three of the six or eight men so or- 
dered would respond. There are no more 
of therSavannah soldiers to be examined, 
but at Statesboro on Tuesday the hearing 
will be resumed, and then the officers 
and men of the Statesboro Guards will 
be heard. 

Captain-elect C. E. Cone made bitter 
declarations against Captain Hitch’s con- 
duct of the defense, but subsequently, in 
a signed statement, indorsed the cap- 
tain’s course. Great interest is shown 
at Statesboro in the session of the court 
to be held there. The military end of 
the investigation has been rather thor-

I saw an article in a local paper, whose 
editor must be a bear, stating that some 
farmer had brought in a stalk of cotton 
8 feet high with thirty grown bolls, 
and a whole lot of forms on it. These 
bolis must have been very lonesome, 
scattered over such space. Under nor- 
mal conditions a stalk of the dimensions 
named ought to have had at least 200 
bolls by the 20th of Auggest. 

All other professions and occupations 
seem to belleve that it would be an 
unbearable evil for the cotton planter to 
realize any profit from cotton. They use 
every subterfuge to “bear” cotton, and 
the raiser gets “scared” and when they 
tell him to hurry his’cotton to the mar- 
ket hefore it goes down, hustles out in 
the hot August sun and picks it, and 
sells it, and the merchant pats him on 
the ‘shoulder and tells him how smart 


he is to sell early, while he knows that / 


if the farmer wouldn't be in such a 
hurry to market his cotton, prices would 
be maintained from which he could real- 
ize something. 

Last year cotton went down to 8 I!-2 
cents just because buyers knew how to 
scare fhe farmer with the phantom of 
5 cents cotton.

letters is one of the detained guests of 
the government at the big penitentiary 
in South Atlanta. Although a prisoner, 
he counts himself more than happy ‘0 
having shared the most beautiful love 
affair that ever belonged to the outside 
world to begin with, or the narrow 
limits of a prison world to end with. 
More than this, although the wife whom 
he stili lives is lost somewhere in the 
outside world, he feels perfectly confi- 
dent that he is to see her again when 
all this waiting is over, and it is partly 
in the hope of reaching ‘her through The 
Constitution and even more for his own 
comfort, that No. 7!! has permitted his 
newspaper friend to publish these letters 
at this time. 

“Dearest: I wonder if you remember 
our final determination to go away and 
live quite alone on some desert island 
where we woulq be perfectly happy 19 
each other's love and no one else to 
‘bother us, no bills at the first of the 
month, nv office hours, no anything 
except each other? This great crisis 
eame up most casually in conversation— 
as great crisises most always do, It 
was a cold winter's night and we were 
sitting before a blazing fire, you with 
one hand in mind as always, while with 
the other you held rather viciously, [ 
thought, a buneh of envelopes. They 
were not fat, well-fed envelopes, the 
kind that clothe thappy letters from 
friends. Rather they were very thin 
envelopes with a hungry, lean appear- 
ance that proved that they were as un- 
happy as the tidings they bore. They 
were the kind of envelopes that crowd 
the first of the month so hard that they 
must very often hurt the calendar.

Charm. 


Columbus, Ga., August 28.—(Special.)— 
A negro has had printed several hundred 
copies of a letter purporting to have been 
written by Jesus Christ. and found 45 
years after His crucifixion. It is his 
object to sell the letter to the ignorant 
of his race. A good many copies of this 
letter have already been sold among the 
poorer white people of Columbus, many 
ignorant people not doubting its genuine- 


ness. 

The persons attempting to sell the let- 
ter may be handled by the authorities. 
The letter has the following heading: 

“Copy of a letter written by our Sa- 
vior, Jesus Christ. 7 

“Found 18 miles from Iconiym, 45 
years after Our Blessed Savior’s) cruci- 
fixion, transmitted from the holy city by 
a converted Jew, fatthfully translated 
from its original Hebrew copy now in 
possession of the Lady Cuba’s family in 
Mesopotamia, 

“This letter was written by Jesus 
Christ, and found under a great stone, 
both round and large, at the top of the 
cross 18 miles from Iconium, near a vil- 
lage called Mesopotamia.” 

The following inducement to. buy is 
published at the close of the letter, and 
is justly regarded as a sacrilege of the 
worst character: 

‘‘And whosoever shall have a copy of 
this letter, written with My own hand, 
and keep it in their house, nothing shall 
hurt them, neither pestilence, lightning 
nor thunder shall do them any harm. 

“And if a woman be with child and 
in labor and if a copy of this letter be 
above her and she firmly put her trust 


in Me, she shall safely be delivered of her | 


birth. 
“You shal} have no answer from Me, 


but by the holy scriptures, unti] the day 
of judgment. 

“All goodness and prosperity shall be 
in the house where a copy of this letter 
shall be found.”’ 


LARGE FORCE CLEARING SLIDE 


Two Hundred Men Removing Trees 
and Earth From Roadway. 

Raleigh, N. C., August 28.—(Special.)— 
Another great landsiide has occurred on 
the side of Saluda mountain, in Polk 
county, this state, near the South Caro- 
lina line on tha Spartanburg and Ashe- 
ville railway, very near the place where 
the great slide occurred a year ago. Two 
hundred men are at work clearing away 
the vast amount of earth, stone, trees, 
etc., the estimate being that six days 
would be required to clear the track, 
which is covered for a distance of about 
half a- mile.

A member of congress has said that 
the Panama canal will be completed in 
1912, but John Findlay Wallace, the man 
who is to have active superintendence 
of the construction of the canal, will 
make no prediction as to the date of the 
completion of the work and will hazard | 
no estimate of the actual cost of the en- 
terprise. He does not care anything 
about what effect promises of speedy com- 
pletion of the project might have on po- 
litkcal fortunes or stock investments. 

“If it were a question of removing dirt 
or blasting rock or doing masonry work,”’ 
said Mr. Wallace, “T could furnish an es- 
timate of time and cost of construction 
by a little figuring, but I must first know 
how many muscular ohms the workman 
we will have on the canal exerts In a day 
as compared with what a husky Irish la- 
borer does in this country. It is necessa- 
ry to know how much a team will etand, 
how many hours men can work and with 
what energy. No intelligent estimate of 
the time to build the canal can be made 
until we have made the start. I can only 
make one prediction, and that is that the 
United States will build it more promptly, 
better and with less waste of money than 
any other nation in the world possibly 
could. We will do our best, and, you 
know, the American best is a whole lot 
better than any one else's best.”’

I know that 1 once sowed red 
ripper peas with my wheat about No- 
vember !, at the rate of one bushel per 
acre. The result was that a warm spell 
of a week or ten days followed immedi- 
ately after the sowing, and the wheat 
and peas all came up together. My opin- 
is that while it is true that some 
lie in 
‘all winter and come up in the spring, 
‘it is rather too uncertain to depend upon 
‘that plan of seeding. Better wait until 


| April and then plant the peas in the oats. 


This ntight be accomplished by sowing the 


wheat with the regular grain drill, stop- | 
'ping up every fourth spout, thus leaving 
,a blank 


row in which to sow the peas. 
Or if you sow the oats In 18-inch “open 
furrows,’’ you might easily sow the peas 
in every alternate middle, at any time.
